I seem to have a remembrance that among the many things you 
have a knowledge of is that of "countermarks" and I am taking the 
liberty of asking if you have ever heard of the two following, 


(1) French silver 5 fes. with lauriated Iwad of Napoleon 
countermarked with a bust of Louis XVIII facing left. 


(2) French 20 feces. gold, lauriated head of Napoleon I counter- 
marked with a head of a tiger. 


These have been offered me with remarks that they were counter. 
marked by the Legitimists (Chouans) under the First Empire. 


I have looked through my library and I think I have in it almost 
every work bearing on the French Revolution and Empire and I have not 
located the faintest mention of anything of the sort. I do know of 
5 feos. (also 5 lire) of Napoleon I stamped with the head of an owle. 
these are more or less familiar and you have doubtless seen them 
yourself. But I have not heard of any counter«stamped 20 fe. gold 
pieces of any sort nor have I heard of a counter-stamp of the bust of 
Louis XVIII. 


The offering comes from a French dealer who ought to know what

< have never seen the two coins you ask 
about, and I teo would tell the same story you have 
written me. i am familiar with various silver coins, 
chiefly five-frano pieces, with that peculiar head. 
That of a tiger would desoribe it as well as anything, 
but I never neard of it on a gold coin, though there 
is no Yeason why it could not have been stamped on 
gold as well as on silver. Whenever this stamping 
occurs, a chisel mark has effaced the eve of Napoleon. 
I have always understood this spiteful gesture was 
done by Royalists or Legitimists, but I should say 
after the fall of Napoleon. I never heard of a 
Napoleonic coin coming counterstamped with a head of 
Louis VIII. I also think it must have been a Bank of 
England counterstamp showing the head of George III. 
This counterstamping was supresed to be done only on 
Spanish silver, but as I have seen a U. 8S. doliar and 
some other foreign coins thus stamped, an occasional 
¥rench piece could have been easily stamped the same

Outside of those pieces with the head of the cat (though 
some call it an owl) I distrust all the other coins. These cat 
pieces com only under coins of Napoleon and invariably his eye 
is obliterated by a chisel mark. I have traced back the cataloguing 
and mentioning of these for thirty-five years and I have never 
heard of any of the other pieces; nor, in a hurried search to-day 
could I find any reference to them. Can you, after you have seen 
the pieces, come to any conclusion as to whether all of these heads 
show enough similarity of workmanship to make you think they were

The only existing record, as fur as I know, of the New Javen 
Numismitie Society is the medal'they struck. I once had one and there is 
one here at the Society, a rubbing of which I am enclosing. I can find no 
printed word concerning it nor does the library have its constitution and 
by-laws. This is another proof that medals are the most d@nduring record. 


I do not know of a Numismatic Society of Providence but we ca 
have by-laws of the Rhode Island Numismtie Society. An early one is of ‘ 
the costitution as adopted February 1864 and printed in 1865. Robert B. 
Chambers was President, George T. Paine Vice President, Desmond Fitzgerald | 
Secretary, Edward H. Robinson Treasurer, Asa Lyman Cabinet Keeper, John J.

‘They were said to be pure 
copper although curiously enough Dewamin speaks of them in 
one place as copper and in another as bronze.
